Tent Repertoire Fight in Ala. 


Will Be Test Case for Country 


Dramatic Show Managers Lining Up Forces To Defeat New 
Drastic License Law Designed To Bar Attractions From 
State—Supreme Court Appeal To Be Made 


MONTGOMERY. Ala., Aug. 22 --Realiz- 
ing that if Alabama is successful in en- 
forcing a prohibitory license fee the 
practice may spread to other States. the 
Tent Repertoine Managers’ Protective As- 
sociation, comprising most of the repre- 
sentative operators of dramatic shows 
under canvas, is rapidly lining un its 
‘orces to defeat the new Alabama statute, 
which is to go into effect October 1 

Paul English, president of the TR. 
MM. P. A. has had his business manacer, 
Rov E. Hogan, here for several days get- 
ing data on the bill and interviewing 
everyone from the governor to minor 
clerks, but it was too late to do much 
good. as the bill already had been sicned 
However. Hogan retained the services of 
a prominent attorney. Hugh D. Merrill, 
who was speaker of the House last year 
and still is a member of the legislature. 
Merrill saw the Paul English show in 
Anniston, Ala., where he makes his home, 
and was very favorably impressed with 
the character of tent dre~atic shows. He 
was the only member of the legislature 
to oppose the passage of the new bill, 


which he believes to be unreasonabie and 
unconstitutional. 

Sentiment against the unfair legisla- 
tion is growing stronger daily. Many 
citizens are writing or telegraphing the 
governor and representatives that the 
measure is prejudicial and un-American. 
It is now purely a question of law, and 
a Supreme Court appeal will be made 
if other efforts fail. 

The ficht in this State will be made 
a test case to determine whether certain 
interests may successfully put over legis- 
In‘ion that is contrary to the will of 
the public. There seems to be a general 
knowledge, even among laymen, that the 
prohibitory license is being sporisored by 
motion picture interests purely and sim- 
ply for their own gain. Tent dramatic 
shows, which now provide the only 
spoken entertainment in most American 
towns of small size. have been gaining 
good will and building up patronage at 
a rapid rate wherever they have been 
privileged to show, and this is said to 
have aroused the movie people to drastic 
opposition tactics. 


Legitimate Managers and Musicians 
Sign New Three-Year Wage Agreement 


NEW YORK. Aug. 22.—The New York 
producing managers and Local 802, New 
York. American Federation of Musicians, 
have reached a compromise agreement 
on a new wage scale under a three-year 
contract. starting September 4. Under 
the terms of the new pact the musicians, 
while losing their demands for a straight 


scale of °91 a week for toth dramatic 
and musical comedy houses, gain 2a 


hicher scale and a run-of-the-play con- 
tract. The rehearsal demands of the 
union heve been thrown out and that 
part of the contract remains the same 
as heretofore. 

Under the run-of-the-play contract, 
according to Edward F. Canavan. union 
head, the players are guarantecd a run 
of four weeks. During that time no cut 
in the orchestra can be made but, at 
the beginning of the fourth week. men 
mav be dropped on a_ week's notice. 
Those held over the fifth week are ouai- 
anteed an engacement for the rest of 
the run. In dramatic houses the scale 
for the men will he $56 a week with the 
contractor getting &89. Tf the run is for 
four onlv the men will receive 
&968, all the acreements calling for eight 
performances or less, exclusive of Sun- 
dav 

In the musical comedy houses, wnder 


weeks 


the run-of-the-playv contract. for eight 
performances or less. exclusive of Sun- 
dav, the men will be paid $89 a week 
with the contractor receiving $98. and if 
the run is limited to four weeks the 
men get $90.50. In both the dramatic 
and musical comedy houses all per- 
formances over and above the eight @ 
week must be paid pro rata. 

In cases where a Broadway show is 
heing tried out of town for two weeks 
prior to coming into New York. the mu- 
scians are to be paid $100 a man with 
the contractor getting 8150. All terms 
apply only to contract houses. or those 
members of the Managers’ Protective 
Association with whom"the agreements 
were signed Non-contracting houses. 
dramatic or musical éomedy. must pay 
at a flat rate of $100 a week with the 
contractor receiving $150. Contracting 
houses using orchestras further 
use them all the season under the new 
acreement. 

As far as the union is concerned it 
means an averace increase of about #15, 
the musical comedv orchestras formerly 
being paid $65. The dramatic contract 
remains about the same. as far as the 
scale is concerned. altho the supple- 
mentary demands are more severe than 
formerly

) Fuller, who with his brother, Sir Benjamin Fuller, controls large theatrical 

nrerests in the Antipodes. Mr. Fuller arrived in this country from England yester- 
on his first visit to New York in 21 years. 


The Australians are spending more 

nev in the theaters than ever before, 
with all classes of attractions doing @ 
‘yurnawav business, the Australian the- 
ater magnate stated. Australian audi- 
ences are rapidly becoming the most 
discriminate in the world, in his opinion, 
ind as a result theater operators and 
producers in the Antipodes are obliced 
to seek the best in attractions to hold 
their patronage in the face of the keen 
competition that prevails. 

This largely explains Mr. Fuller's visit 
to this country. New York he regards 
as the chief amusement market of the 
world and when he leaves eight weeks 
hence, he plans to take back with him 
rights to many successes of the 
current and past seasons. He is ac- 
companied by Ernest C. Rolls, chief of 
his production department, and who has 
been responsible in no small measure, 
according to Mr. Fuller, for the success 
of the American productions undertaken 
by them. 

Mr. Fuller is pafticularlv interested in 
American vaudeville methods, and will 
make a close studv of the manner in 
which the major circuits are operated. 
He also plans to book a number of acts 
before he leaves. While straight vaude- 
ville policies prevail in Australian 
houses, Mr. Fuller is of the opinion that 
the combination policy of pictures and 
acts will eventually become the rule. He 
views the possibility of grind shows, with 
three shows a dav and split weeks, as 
unlikely. According to present policy in 
Fuller-booked houses, two shows and in 
some only one show a day is the rule. 

While the Williamson houses are

One glance at the above program of 
the new Follies tells the story. With 
such a lineup of contributors and talent, 
plus Ziegteld showmanship, success is 
fuaranteed. It is a sumptuous offering, 
well worth the $6.60 top. 

In about as perfect a state of readi- 
ness as any big extravaganza has ever 
been for its Broadway opening, the per- 
formance is remarkably well balanced 
and runs off without a hitch. Its 
copiousness is its only fault. There is 
such a superabundance that individual 
opportunity suffers. The one exception 
is perhaps Eddie Cantor, who appears 
early and is on the stage most of the 
time for the rest of the evening. But 
the public can never get too much of 
him. In and out of blackface, as a 
tingle, leading numbers, playing in 
skits, he is ever paramount. Close be- 
hind him in popularity are the Albertina 
Rasch Girls. Their graceful ballets and 
routines stop the show in every spot, 
and their premiere danseuse, Helen 
Brown, scores high personal honors that 
fhe well deserves. 

Irene Delroy and Frances Upton lead 
he numbers and hold up the feminine 
end of the sketches with their usual 

ess and are two of the outstanding 
personalities that make the production 
£0 delightfully fresh. Claire Luce re- 
Mains the sight for sore eves and wins 


much applause in her dances. Andrew 
Tombes hardly has the chance that his 
ability as a comedian deserves, but he 
idds great strength to the background. 


He impersonates Ziegfeld at the opening 
and close, and most of the time is re- 
quired to play straight. but does get a 


few chances in the second half to 
register a little comedy. Harry Mc- 
Naughton, too, is pretty much sub- 


merged in the crowd, but gets over for 
‘ laugh when brief opportunity is af- 
forded. Franklyn Baur sings the regular 
revue numbers pleasingly, and Ruth 
Etting has a dainty way all her own of 
putting across some hot blues. The soft 
harmonizing ofthe Brox Sisters is an- 
other musical feature, and Cliff Edwards 
cores in a single spot next to closing 
with usual ukulele and caterwaul- 
‘ng specialty. Leo Bill offers his ven- 
iriloquist act, which is good, but seems 
rather old stuff for the Follhhes, and 
Pegey Chamberlin and Ross Himes do a 
slap-stick apache bit that is better 
Suited to a rougher class of entertain- 
ment than to a Ziegfeld show. Both 
acts could be cut, with the time turned 


his 
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over to other performers who now have 
too little opportunity. Dan Healy clicks 
in a tap dance and aids materially in 
the sketches. Claudia Dell is most 
decorative and promises to make good 
use of any chance that comes to her 
later on. Another blond young lady, 
Evelyn Groves, stands out from among 
the beauties, and right here it must be 
said that the Ziegfeld tradition is up- 
held thruout the entire ensemble. 

The girls are a talented lot, too, and 
Sammy Lee has called upon them for 
the best in difficult routine work. A 
great piece of showmanship is put over 
by augmenting the regular chorus with 
those accomplished musicians, the In- 
genues, and the average theatergoer will 
fall for the effect that the entire com- 
pany is schooled in the art of instru- 
mentation. In one number a stage full 
of girls play banjos, in another they 
play saxophones, in still another they 
get a lot of music out of accordions, and 
in that gorgeous finale of the first act 
there is @ 19-piece girl band and 12 
pianists, an authentic group that is 
gradually increased until eventually 
there are 91 girls on the stage, all ap- 
parently doubling in brass. To say that 
it is impressive is putting it mildly. 

The score sets forth Irving Berlin at 
his best, and there are at least three 
numbers that are sure hits, namely 
Shaking the Blues Away, It All Belongs 
to Me and Maybe It's You. All of the 
numbers are well orchestrated and the 
Staging gives them every advantage. In 
fact, the musical end of the show and 
the hig revue scenes get most of the 
breaks. The sketches are few and far 
between, but are of good quality when 
they do show up. Particularly amusing 
is the skit called It Won't Be Long Now, 
in which Cantor and Frances Upton 
take a taxi ride and Cantor almost has 
to walk home. ,Perhaps a couple more 
sketches would strengthen the bill, but 
they are not essential with so much 
comedy in the song-and-dance numbers. 

The settings and costumes are a little 
simpler than they have been in some of 
the past Follies. This does not mean 
that there has been any economy, but 
rather an extravagant simplicity that is 
even richer and more tasteful. Ziegfeld 
has stuck to his promise of eliminating 
nudity, and the girls are not only 
clothed, but opera-length hose is the 
rule rather than the exception.

Ever since the youngsters of the Thea- 
ter Guild successfully spoi.sored a series 
of intimate revues a few Seasons back 
that. epidemic has been spreading with- 
out rhyme or reason. Several weeks 
ago it was given added impetus when 
The Manhatters was produced at the 
Grove Street Theater and Arch Selwyn 
was so impressed he moved it, bag and 
bacgage, to his own Selwyn Theater. 
However, all things must end and The 
Greenwich Villagers can do nothing more 
than hasten the demise of some of the 
mongrel prcductions that threaten to 
clutter up Broadway's production lists 

Whereas The Garrick Gciceties and Te 
Menhctters served as media for bringing 
to light new and clever material and 
‘alent. The Greenwich Villagers does 
reither and never rises above the class 
ef a moderately good amateur show. It 
reallv isn't a brand-new show. In fact 
all the music and some of the cast have 
been salvaged from Bare Facts of 1927. 
which had a disastrous two weeks at 
the tiny Triangle Theater It is im- 
measurably better than that ill-fortuned 
piece, which may or may not mean a 
thing. Much of the low and gutter- 
snipe humor of that revue has been re- 
moved and the action has greatly been 
speeded. John Milton Hagen’s score. 
however, stili remains the best part of 
the show, altho it is never sparkling or 
overoriginal. 

As is usually the case with such pro- 
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ductions the earnestness and freshness 
of the cast are the outstanding qualities 
of the show, but they can never hide 
the fact that it is a group of aspiriny, 
hard-working amateurs who are striving 
to carve a niche for themselves in the 
halls of Broadway. The cast, as a whole, 
is cumbersome and stiff. lacking the 
finesse of professionals, and those who 
aren't shine predominarily by com- 
parison. Chief among this latter class is 
lucien La _ Rivierre,a not unpleasing 
juvenile with a good voice, an infectious 
mapner and a genuine ability to sell a 
song. He made but one grievous error, 
that of attempting to do a series of im- 
personations. He wouid do well to 
eliminate this bit, for it only detracts 
from th? balance of his work, which is 
easily the best in the piece. 

From the way things are handled one 
would judge that Al Fcx. in the role of 
a master of ceremonies. is supposed to 
be the piece de resistance of the evening. 
Fox, however, possessed of an ingratiate 
ing personality and a promising delivery, 
falls flat in material, all of which is 
pale and decrepit with age. If his lines 
contained any laughs they failed to live 
up to their purpose and at least some 
of his bits have served other comedians 
in gooc stead for some time past. This, 
in particular, applyjng to his use of 
patriotic lantern slides to draw applause 
on his bows, which Freddie Allen used 
with success some seasons ago. 

With some further experience and 
proper direction Margaret Speaks should 
develop into a promising prima donna. 
Having a delightfully sweet soprano 
voice, she is limited only by a lack of 
smoothness and stage presence. Joan 
Lawrence, who vies with her for vocal 
horors, while revealing a strong, well- 
trained voice. lacks the fullness and 
ccler of Miss Speaks. 

James Eagen makes a favorable im- 
pression with his dancing, but, like his 
asscciates, lacks the finish that comes 
only with experience and careful di- 
rection. He shows promise. however, 
and, with a little time. will undoubted- 
ly be heard frcm in better quarters. 
Mary Margaret Hawes carries off the pere 
sonality honors, altho she is given little 
to do, a cendition that can stand recti- 
fving. Nancy Jayne. as a comedienne, 
is best compared to Evelyn Bennett, but, 
vhile she is as dynamic as that actress 
and possessed of a better voice, she fails 
to iive up to her dancing requirements. 

The balance of the cast. in mere or 
less miror bits. fails to reveal anything 
worthy of special comment, altho they 
all strive to do their parts according 
to Hoyle. It may be that they are 
handicapped by flat material or technical 
limitations. but the fact is they seldom 
rise above their amateur standing. 
Comment could not help the few cos- 
tumes. and, as for scenery—there just 
isn't any. WILFRED J. RILEY.

for more picture outlet, Keith-Albee had 
»lans to include the Riverside in the 
list, but Fox balked. 

The net result of the squawk is that 
the Riverside will continue under its old 
policy of strictly two-a-day shows with- 
out the “noiseless entertainment” on the 
program. The move to place the 81st 
Street Theater into a split-week policy 
on Lebor Day followed. Previously the 
Rist Street has plaved two-a-day with 
three shows on Saturdays and Sundays, 
and has made money, drawing, it is be- 
lieved, even from the Riverside sector. It 
was planned to throw the Riverside into 
a three-a-day and keep the 81st Street 
on its old policy. 

Fox kicked about the new policy for 
the Riverside, it is believed, because he 
owns picture houses within a stone’s 
throw and doesn’t want any more film 
opposition. 

When B. F. Keith bought property 
near the Riverside and threatened to 
build in opposition to Fox because he 
wanted a vaudeville house in that 
locality, Keith and Fox got together and 
made the deal which links the two 
so far as this particular house is con- 
cerned. 

It is understood that the K.-A. in- 
terests still own the property that Keith 
originally bought. Apartment buildings 
stand on the ground and rent is col- 
lected by the K.-A. office from them, it 
is said in inside circles. 


Rose Debuts on Own 


NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Maurice Rose, 
who recently split with Rose & Curtis, 
uccomplished his first independent book- 
ing this week since breaking away from 
the old combination, signing Peg Wynne, 
a British act, with the big time for a 
five-year contract. Rose is also repre- 
senting Dance Mirage, an elaborate act 
featuring Valda, on the big-time booking 
floors. The act carries in support the 
Sherr Boys, Lew and Lester, the Whitney 
Sisters and the Guaret Twins. 


Isa Kremer Will Make 
Debut in Two-a-Day 


NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Isa Kremer, 
celebrated concert and _ disc-recording 
artiste, is slated to make her debut in 
the two-a-day tomorrow with an Or- 
pheum Circuit tour beginning at the 
Palace-Orpheum Theater, Milwaukee. 
Miss Kremer will offer her ballad and 
folk song repertoire, assisted at the piano 
by Leon Rosenbloom.

Big Production 
Acts Go Begging 


Costly Flashes Made Prohibitive 
by Policy Changes—Pro- 
ducers Favor Units 


NEW YORK. 22.—-With = svniit 
weeks and five-act bills the rule in the 
majority of houses which  previouslv 
operated under a big-time policy, and 
with the cost of bills dependant upon 
the price these theaters must now pay 
for their feature pictures, the day of the 
big flash act is over. 

This is the view held by producers of 
acts coming under this catagory. who are 
laying plans for the new season accord- 
ingly. In several instances flash-act pro- 
ducers are going in for five-act unit 
shows, with Joe Sullivan. E K. Nadel, 
Irving Yates and Alex Gerber heading 
the list. 

Bookers are said to be cold to flash 
acts, especially those requiring big 
money. With films taking a big share 
of the money allotted for bills, word has 
gone out to hold down the cost of the 
acts, and with picture bookings and 
costs undetermined in many cases, book- 
ers are not passing out any routes for 
flash attractions at this time. 

This condition is resulting in the 
vogue for the unit show springing to 
life again. Combination bills of not more 
than five acts are being readied by sev- 
eral producers, who heretofore devoted 
their time to large production turns. 
These unit attractions are being en- 
couraged by bookers, and the new sea- 
son should witness a number of them in. 
operation. 

Foremost among those turning their 
attention to this type of vaudeville at- 
traction is Joe Sullivan. who already has 
one unit The Gossips of 1929 in opera- 
tion. Sullivan also has acquired the 
rights to last season’s edition of Le 
Maire’s Affairs, which he shortly will 
present in a condensed version for two- 
a-day houses.

J. Humbird Duffey, principal last 
season in the Ames’ productions of The 
Pirates of Penzance and Iolanthe, leads 
this 16-man choral unit, the majority of 
whom were billed in the male ensembles 
of the two productions. It is one of 
those brilliant turns that blesses the 
variety stage with its presence for a 
brief period and then returns to the 
Land of the Legit., where coffee and 
cake is a dessert—not a meal. Several 
voices stand out conspicuously in this 
fine company of warblers, but the effects 
are so deftly and judiciously handled 
that only passing glimpses are given of 
the identity of the more powerful chor- 
isters, a commendable piece of co-oper- 
ative endeavor not frequently resorted 
to in the en masse where al? are usually 
eager to hog the spot light. 

The ensemble presents a fine appeare 
ance, being rigged out to a man in 
dinner suits and gath>red at the opening 
in comfortable attitudes in a club library 
setting. The first bit carries the ques- 
tion: “Do you wonder who we are?” 
The ensuing routine proceeds to answer 
this efficaciously, including catchy G. and 
S. tunes, ballad bits from Penzance and 
Iolanthe and a gencrous sprinkling at 
the close of pop. bits delivered with 2 
custo and originality that was heartily 
applauded at this show. In fact, the re- 
ception was so cordial that it was freely 
predicted that Duffey and his colleagues, 
tho spotted third, could have had the 


stage the remainder of the afternoon 
with nary a patron dissenting. The 
marching bit from Jolanthe, which 


brought to a close the G. and S. repertory, 
was truly inspiring. bearing with it a 
spice in delivery that would be appre- 
ciated to its fullest extent by any type 
of audience. The choral version of Hello, 
Swanee, with one of the boys stepping 
in eccentric style, showed thet the turn 
can click even when stooping to the pop. 
level of entertainment. What amused 
greatly at this show was the snake-dance 
formation of the ensemble in and out 
of the wings as they ground out the 
words of the facile pop. numbers used 
for encores.

The O'Meare couple are last mentioned 
in Billboard records doing a two-act sev- 
cral seasons ago on independent time 
in local territory.

Ruggles has nice sup- 
port, the three girls disporting them- 
selves quite charmfully in their puppet- 
style assignments and Lester Elliott 
acquitting himself admirably as a valet- 
butler. The plot is hokey and several 
of the situations are not quite as humor- 
ous as the author intended them to be. 
Thanks to Ruggles’ total absorption in 
the part of a bachelor making the best 
of the morning after the night before, 
the act finally achieves more than a 
modicum of laugh power. 

The task of trying to find out whom 
he had married during his alcoholic 
sentimentality the night before consti- 
tutes the main task of the generally 
troubled bachelor. Two girl friends 
calling to keep a tea appointment pro- 
vide amusing complications by their 
actions, each utterance giving rise to a 
clue that one of them surely is the 
lezally wed wife of the irresponsible 
bachelor. It turns out that he had really 
married his nurse, a particularly happy 
choice from the looks standpoint at any 
rate. Elliott, as the woman-shy do- 
mestic, threatens to carry off laugh 
honors several times thru his attempts 
to snatch tell-tale evidence away from 
the bewildered guests. 

Not a house-wrecker as a vehicle, but 
with Ruggles’ fine handling, Elliott’s 
mild antics and the limited but capable 
acting of the female support it should 
be able to fill a decent spot on any bill.

is cast—we've thrown down 
the cauntlet—our hat is in the ring 
T.R.M P. A is going to fight the un- 
just tent-show bill that Nas recently 
been passed in Alabama, raising the tax 
on week-stand tent shows from 4%23 to 
$300 a werk. 

Mr. Hogan, business manager for the 
Paul English Players, was in Mont- 
gomery for four days, gathering all the 
data on this drastic law. This bill, which 
is a part of the general revenue measure, 
was put over quickly and quietly and 
there is no doubt that the tertacles of 
the Octopus have wrapped themselves 
around the Statehouse in Montgomery 
Tent shows playing in Alabama the year 
round would pay 2 total tax of $15,600. 
not including the city license. which 
would bring it up to about $20,000. The 
picture-show tax remains unchanged— 
$50 a year in towns under 35.000 popula- 
tion. Some difference. ¢h, what? 

We have retained one of the best 
attorneys in the State as our counsel 
and he firmly believes we can have this 
bill declared unconstitutional. This 
gentleman was speaker of the House last. 
year and is a member of the Legislature 
this year, being the only man to oppose 
the passage of this terrible thing they 
call an Alabama law. 

We also have. several influential 
friends in Montgomery trying to get a 
rehearing on this bill, but the writer is 
of the opinion that it will be necessary 
to take it to the Supreme Court. This 
is going to take finances. T. R. M. P. A. 
is willing to go the limit, but we must 
have help. We are going to expect con- 
tributions from all managers playing 
Alabama and we have already been as- 
sured that Equity and The Billboard are 
with us to the last ditch H. D. Dale, 
one of our members who makes a great 
many stands in Alabama, has already 
wired us to courft on him for $1,000. 
Come on, you of the tent-show, world. 
T. R. M. P. A. is going to fight your 
battles whether you play in Alabama or 
North Dakota, but we must have funds 
to do it with, and since we can't seem to 
get the majority of our members to keep 
our treasury where it should be by pay- 
ing their dues and initiation fees, we 
must call upon you who are willing to 
contribute your bit for a just cause, 
whether you belong to the organization 
or not. .

Managers playing Alabama, make 2 
nice little curtain talk, informing your 
patrons of the new law. Don't be bitter 
or vindictive, but Just state plain facts 
and ask those who are in favor of good. 
clean, tent dramatic shows to write their 
representative, protesting against such 
discrimination. You will get a hearty 
response, as the general public is very 
much in favor of our type of entertain- 
ment and will resent being deprived of 
it. This bill was passed by a handful of 
politicians, who have been influenced by 
the picture interests, leading them to 
believe that we take all the money out 
of town and all that sort of ancient 
bunk. 

The writer made a short talk con- 
cerning this new law from the stage last 
week in Gadsden, Ala., and pefhaps 20 
or 30 letters and telegrams were sent to 
Montgomery the next day by some of 
the most prominent people in town, in- 
cluding the president of one of the lead- 
ing banks, the secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce, members of the city coun- 
cil, managers of the hotels and others 
We have copies of some of these letters 
and they certainly show that the sym- 
pathy of the public is with the ten! 
shows. 


This law goes into effect October |. 
and this column will keep you informed 
as to the program of our fight—yov’ 
fight.

Sometimes an agent 
can supply your demands at once, but 
that is Just a gamble and not a very 
safe one at that—consequently you hard- 
ly have time to give your new man 
adequate rehearsals and your business 
suffers: 

Insist upon three weeks’ notice or 
have an agreement with your company 
that all notices must be given at the 
end of the week. This gives you a 
chance to wire our “pinch hitter", old 
Billyboy.

Demands Co-Operation in All Departments — Calls for Daily 
Conferences of All Officials in His Office 


NEW YORK, Aug. 20—I. H. Herk, 
president’ and general manager of the 
Mutual Burlesque Association, evidences 
his sincérity in promoting the future 
welfare of Mutual Burlesque by start- 
ing with his official family who hold 
daily conferences to discuss ways and 
means of improving conditions on the 
circuit as it relates to houses and shows, 
and this is especially applicable to the 
managers of houses and shows, as 
evidenced by a series of letters sent out 
by Herk under date of August 17, viz.: 


Letters to Matual House Managers 
Dear Sir: 

The word “Mutual” is becoming from 
year to year more valuable. It is our 
earnest desire to establish the word 
“Mutual” as a permanent trade-mark, 
which will be of value to you in the 
future operation of your theater. We 
don't want to go to the extreme of 
making such a drastic move as changing 
the mame of your theater to “Mutual”, 
but we do desire that you use the word 
“Mutual” in conjunction with the name 
of vour theater. In other words. if the 
name of your theater is the Empire, we 
want you to call your theater the 
“Mutual Empire”. 

I have asked you to do this at various 
times. Many have complied with the re- 
guest, but others have not. Those of 
you who have not, I can assure you 
are shortsighted. 

Please advise me at the earliest mo- 
ment that you understand this matter 
fully and are complying with my 
request.

Be sure and see that in all billing. 
ete., the attraction itself receives its 
quota of pwhblicity.

You may consider this an order: We 
will not permit you to bill an extra 
attraction to the exclusion of giving the 
proper billing to the attraction and the 
various performers plaving your theater 
that week Very truly yours.

With a view to correcting, if not en- 
tirely stopping unauthorized and un- 
necessary use of identical or similar 
material in shows less than five weeks 
apart, we have sent you under separate 
cover a printed form to be filled out 
by you personally and mailed to the 
writer immediately after the FIRST per- 
formance of every Mutual attraction 
appearing at your theater. This is an 
imperative requirement for the better- 
ment of the circuit and means that if 
neglected the circuit will demand your 


removal in accordance with the right 
given it under its booking-franchise 
agreement. 


By promptly and truthfully complying 
with this essentially vital request you 
will render a positive service, not only 
to this organization, but to yourself and 
your clientele.

Don't think you know it all, but be 
open to suggestions and reason. If you 
receive 50 suggestions and 40 of them 
are bad, still 10 of them may be well 
worth knowing and adopting. 

I have instructed the show manager 
to count all passes; likewise count not 
only the tickets in the boxes, but the 
deadwood. You will therefore govern 
yourself accordingly.

After a careful study of the situation 
I have come to the conclusion that, with 
a few exceptions, the managers of our 
attractions do nothing to promote busi- 
ness during week they play the 
theater they are in. In other words, you 
seem to think that once you reach a 
town your duties end with counting up. 

I want you this season to use a little

initiative; co-operate and suggest to the 
manager of the theater anything that 
may come to your mind. Suggest to 
him anything that you saw in any other 
town that you think would be helpful 
in getting business. Call on the news- 
papers with the local manager. It is 
barely possible that a new face will be 
acceptable to the dramatic editor; a lit- 
tle difference in your talk may be 
agreeable to him from that which he 
hears every week. In other words, do 
anything and everything that you think 
might help. “ 

If you do not get any co-operation 
from the house manager let me know. 
Don't think you are a stool pigeon. But 
bear this in mind—that if next season 
passes and I have heard nothing good 
that you have done, or I haven't any 
good reason why you have not done it 
I will ask the owner of your attraction 
to make a change and you will be the 
one to suffer.

ing agreement between Sam A. Scribner, 
president and general manager of the 
Columbia Amusement Company, and I. 
H. Herk. president and general man- 
ager of the Mutual Surlesque Associa- 
tion, whereby they are both working to 


promote the future weifare of their com- 


petitive circults 

Scribner apparently is verging away 
from burlesque toward musical comedy 
and drama, whereas Herk is concentrat- 
ing on old-time burlesque 

Scribner and Herk are emphatic in 
their statements to their respective 
boards of directors and stockholders that 
they have no intention whatsoever of 
mereing the two circuits into one, for 
nder existing conditions it would be 
an impossibi 

Scribner ha ready set his seal of 
disapproval on producers and principals 
who failed to meet the ever-changing 
conditions on the Columbia Circuit, and 
Herk is apparently doing likewise, as 


evidenced by a series of letters sent out 


by him under date of August 17, which 
are reproduced in print on this page. 

In order to test the ability of his as- 
sociate officers and heads of departments 
to aid him in the promotion of Mutual 
Circuit Burlesque, Herk has called for a 
daily conference in his office. during 
which the board of directors and heads 
of departments are called upon to offer 
suggestions for the improvement of con- 
ditions on the circuit 

That they have complied with his re- 
quest is a foregone conclusion. as set 
forth in the letters to managers of 
houses and shows on the circuit. 

Herk apparently wants everyone in 
and out of burlesque who patronizes 
burlesque to know that Mutual Bur- 
lesque is Mutual, and nothing but 
Mutual; further, that he intends to pro- 
tect the title of Mutual by having 
Mutual appear in combination with anv 
other name of houses 

In calling the attention of house man- 
agers to the heavy billing of added at-

Columbia Circuit 
Chastises Chorines 


Subway Riders Banned From Circuit Shows 
—Tom Henry and Charlie Waldron 
Provide Boston Talent 


NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Producing man- 
agers of Columbia Circuit shows for the 
most part were caught asleep at the 
switchboard prior to their present re- 
hearsals, for whereas a few of them 
with discernment ran the usual “re- 
hearsal call” ads, supplemented by a 
call for choristers, there were many 
among them who thought it wasn't 
necessary, consequently they went into 
rehearsals minus their full quota of 
choristers, and there was a last-minute 
rush to get ads in for girls. 

When this condition was brought to 
the attention of Sam A. Scribner and 
his assistant, Mike Joyce, they im- 
mediately prepared ad copy, but it was 
too late to get the ad in print for re- 
hearsal, therefore they used long dis- 
tance to S O S Tom Henry and Charlie 
Waldron in Boston to round up all the 
girls possible. give them a tryout, and, if 
qualified, send them on to this city. 

Beginning Friday last they came in 
parties of 10 or more daily, and by the 
middle of this week there were but few 
shows in rehearsal minus their full 
quota of choristers. 

In speaking of the matter to a rep- 
resentative of The Billboard, Joyce said 
there are several reasOns for the shortage 
of chorus girls. One reason is that our 
producers are giving more attention to 
the staging of their musical numbers 
and dancing ensembles for the coming 
season than heretofore. They are em- 
ploying a minimum of 24 girls, whereas 
previously they only employed 16. They 
are more careful in their selection of 
girls, and last but not least they are 
weeding out the subway riders, that is 
the class of girls who make this city 
their home, and stay with shows as long 
as they are playing in and around this 
city or near-by cities reached by the 
subway. 

For the most part this class of cir- 
cuit choristers are fully experienced and 
familiar with the old routine numbers, 
therefore they evade the regulation two 
weeks’ rehearsals by waiting until the 
shows are about to open, then flock 
around with the preassurance that pro- 
ducing managers will take them on at 
the last minute. Being taken on under 
these conditions they brag about their 
cleverness in evading rehearsals, thereby 
setting an example for others to follow. 
until it became an obstacle that had 
to be overcome for the proper disciplin- 
ing of the entire company and protec- 
tion of the producers. 

We have already listed many of the 
worst offenders as being undesirables 
and in the event that any of them have 
been taken on by our producing man- 
agers we will keep a close watch on 
them, and the first infraction of rules 
will merit instant dismissal. 

Henry and Waldron have been careful 
in their selections of girls, many of them 
recruits from tabs. playing thru New 
England, and others graduates of sing- 
ing and dancing schools in Boston, 
schools that have tqgught the girls many 
new dances. Therefore they are fully 
qualified to take up the new routines 
now being staged for our shows for the 
coming season, routines not seen here- 
tofore on the circuit, for Mr. Scribner 
made it imperative tha? producing man- 
agers secure competent producers to 
stage something different from the old 
routine musical numbers and dancing 
ensembles. 

While the minimum salary continues 
to be $30 a week, many of our producer: 
are paying more than that, where gir!* 
have the talent and ability to step ou! 
of line, lead a number or do a singing 
or dancing specialty

--actions put on by the house manage- 
nent, and their negligence to bill the 

ming or current shows equally as 
seavily, Herk has taken a step in the 
veht direction for the protection of 
producing managers and their prin- 
cipals. 

By holding house managers account- 
able for a reporting to the M. B. A. on 
the constant repetition of the same 
“bits” and numbers in successive shows, 
Herke has taken another step in the right 
direction that will tend in time to 
eliminate this uncelled-for evil that is 
fostered by the change of principals 
from one show to another, carrying with 
them the “bits” in which they have 
garnered their greatest laughs, and 
further tend to some originality on the 
part of comiques, or the employment of 
a competent comedy producer by the 
manager whep he makes a change in 
comiques, and this is equally applicable 
to the numbers. 


There has been a radical change in 
company managers of shows sent out by 
franchise-holding producing managers 
who do not travel with their own shows. 
and it appears from Herk's letter to com- 
pany managers that there will be more 
changes during the coming season if the 
present appointees fail to make’ good. 


We have reviewed every show on the 
Mutual Circuit since its organization, 
and for the most part the company 
manager is never to be found in front 
prior to the rising of tne curtain. 


We have ofttimes found strangers in 
shows programed as enacting the roles 
or singing the numbers of well-known 
burlesquers, and in order to do justice 
to beth in our reviews been forced to 
hunt up the manager, who invariably is 
hack stage holding a talkfest with some 
member of the company. usually fem- 
inine. or posing as owner of the show to 
the privileged politicians seeking ace 
quaintances back stage. 

If they aren't back stage they are 
usually running back and forth to the 
annoyance of company and patrons 
alike. 

Granted that a company manager out 
front sees something wrong in the pres- 
entation, it is beyond our understand- 
ing why he finds it necessary to rush 
down a side aisle, as if a fire was in 
progress back stage, thereby scaring the 
patrons and disrupting the presentation. 
when he can call the offending or 
negligent member of the company to one 
tide after the performance, and in a 
quiet and orderly manner call their at- 
tention to their offense, thereby giving 
them ample time to get over their 
grouch prior to the next performance. 

We have asked company managers to 
verify house programs and found several 
that did not know the names of some 
of the principals and choristers a week 
or two after a change had been made 
in the cast or chorus. 

As manager en tour with dramatic 
companies in years gone by, we deemed 
it our duty to stay alongside of the 
ticket taker and see that our show was 
getting what was coming to it in the 
box. and if there were more passes than 
the advance agent statement called for. 
to find out who gave them out, and for 
what reason they were given. 

We also made it a point to get the 
ticket taker to put us wise to newspaper- 
men attending the performance for the 
purpose of review or otherwise, that we 
could approach him or her during inter- 
mission, explain any sudden change in 
Program, or alibi anything deficient in 
the presentation. 

Herk's order to company managers 
to visit newspaper ojfices with local 
house managers may and may not be 
welcomed by the house managers. Con- 
sidering the fact that Mutual houses 
pay for all newspaper advertising, it 
may be welcomed, but seldom if ever is 
it welcomed by the house manager where 
the show is paying its share, for fear 
that the visiting company manager will 
find the real cost of space that sharing- 
‘erm shows invariably pay for in full. 

Be that as it may, Herk is now doing 
Something that every directing manager

of every kind of theatrical presentations 
should do for his own protection. 

Herk’s demand that company managers 
in person, and not by proxy, count the 
stubs, deadwood and passes, in com- 
parison with the box-office statement. 
will tend to keep them where they 
rightly belong, out front, where they 
can be found when they are wanted by 
those having business with them, be it 
reviewers, railway traffic agents, trans- 
fer men, or others whose time is 
limited, especially those who have little 
or no tnclination to visit back stage. 

When Herk was asked if he intended 
making use of the “Burlesque Service 
Bureau” in keeping tabs on house man- 
agers, company managers, principals and 
choristers, he turned to Dave Kraus 
with the enigmatic smile for which he is 
famed, and remarked, “What is this 
Burlesque Service Bureau?” And Diplo- 
matic Dave sayeth not.

Reviews of Programs 
By ROY CHARTIER 


Criterion 
Film: ‘‘Wings” 
(Paramount) 

Wings is a really fine picture, well 
worth the $2 top charged for its run 
here Audiences that have liked The 
Big Parade, What Price Glory and other 
worth-while productions dealing with the 
same popular subject will like—possibly 
equally as well—this new Paramount 
special. 

The war from the air and a great deal 
of it on the battlefield, produced with 
stark and striking realism, is offered 
in Wings. The fighting among the 
clouds. with machine guns singing a 
melodious rat-tat-tat. is particularly ef- 
fective. One plane after the other, either 
disabled or its pilot shot, falls to the 
earth to utter destruction. It is obvious 
it has been difficult to photograph the 
combat in the air, but it has been done 
with masterly skill considering every- 
thing. The conflict between the armies 
on the ground is also particularly realis- 
tic, gruesome and stirring. Various ef- 
fects are used at this theater to denote 
the sing-song of the machine guns, the 
whir of airplanes, the chain-like rattle 
of tanks and the explosions of big shells. 
One almost feels he is seeing the war 
from a vantage point. 

The story of Wings, written by John 
Monk Saunders, is that of two young 
men from the same town. in love with 
the same girl. who enlist in the aviation 
corps and fight thru the war side by side 
as friendly enemies.

Thirty-five mew members joined 
Chorus Equity last week. 
We are holding checks in settlement of 


claims for H. Coleman Ashe, Ross Burly, 
Eva Hackett, Elizabeth Huyler, Sally 
King, Jack Merrick, Percy Richards, Carol 
Raffin, Pauline Shaw, Frank Shea, Hazel 
St. Manat and Miss Virgil. 

Eight members of the Chorus Equity 
were dismissed from the Alfred E. Aarons 
My Princess Company after more than 
ten days of rehearsal, at least seven of 
them had rehearsed more than ten days 
—the eighth had not. In these days of 
constant bickering over every clause in 
the contract, it is a pleasure to record 
Aarons’ handling of the matter. These 
cirls were immediately paid two weeks’ 
salary without any recourse to their as- 
sociation. And this payment was made 
not only to the seven who were entitled 
to it under the terms of the contract, 
but to the eighth girl, who, according to 
her contract, was entitled to no compen- 
sation, as she had rehearsed less than 
ten days. 

In paying this girl, Aarons explained 
that he did not wish any chorus girl 
to be the loser through a connection 
with his management and that he felt 
that any producer should be able to tell 
at the call whether or not he wished a 
girl in the company. He felt that it 
was unfair te use her time in rehearsal, 
even if it was less than ten days, and 
to cause her to lose a possible chance 
in another company. His viewpoint is 
refreshing. 

Since the existence of the Chorus 
Equity there has never been a complaint 
registered against Mr. Aarons’ manage- 
ment by any member of the association. 
This applies to the many complaints 
which are unjustified as well as those 
that are just. Mr. Aarons has a proud 
record on Broadway, a street full of com- 
plaints. 

We have an interesting letter from 
Sylvia Seville, formerly a Chorus Equity 
deputy with the Rose Marie Company, 
who is now playing with Rose Marie in 
Paris. Miss Seville says in part: “It is 
too bad that there is no organization 
like Equity in Paris. American cnorus 
girls are really lucky to have Equity 
behind them, for over here they can do 
what they like with ‘ou. Sometimes a 
girl gets one week's notice, sometimes 
she gets two—it's just how the manager 
happens to feel.” 

Don't forget to register here the day 
that you begin rehearsals. In the past 
week a girl came to the office and. on 
being asked if she was looking for work, 
she told us that she was working and 
named the company. It happened that 
it was a bonded company—the bond 
having been put up for a definite num- 
ber of girls. This girl's name was neither 
on our list nor on the list that the 
manager had given us. She had joined 
the conipany after it opened as an extra 
girl, and the bond was not sufficient to 
cover her salary. The association cannot 
be expected to send a representative to 
every company every day in order to see 
if there ar new chorus people in the 
company. Practically impossible in New 
York, it would be absolutely impossible 
with road companies where the bond is 
even more important. 

We feel that it is not too much to ask 
of the member who is receiving protec- 
tion from the bond to insist that he 
report at the office either in person or 
by letter when he starts rehearsing. Un-

Fall's Accessories 


Costume jewelry has become more 
than a fad.

These designs spread 
over ahd below the knee, seeming to suc- 
cest that since the knee is to be embel- 
lished, Dame Fashion's ruling that skirts 
are to terminate two inches below the 
knee is to be an elastic one, stretched 
to suit one’s individual preference. These 
embroidered designs are usually in self 
color or in black and one design shows a 
lace pattern covering the knees, this pat- 
tern also elaborated with touches of em- 
broidery. 


Washable glace gloves. hand sewn. 
with geometric appliques of kid or suede 
on the cuffs, are designated for the new 
season. Neutral tints in creamy beige 
characterize these gloves, intended for 
sportwear, and the appliques are usually 
in a deeper tone than the glove itself 
and in some instances are colorful, espe- 
cially when they are of kid or velvet. 
Lizard skin is also used for trimming. 
White and cream beige are among fhe 
combinations. 


Still speaking of gloves, washable doe- 
skin and suede slip-on gloves will be 
worn for the dressy occasion, for which 
delicately tinted beige slip-ons are desif- 
nated, holding the same place which 
white kid gloves held formerly, altho 
the white kid glove is always suitable 
for weddings or very special occasions. 
Fashion takes for granted that the con- 
servative matron will continue to wear 
long kid gloves. 


Scarfs are listed for early autumn 
wear. There are sports scarfs cut triangle 
fashion and tied on one shoulder; oblong 
worn choker style, the ends drawn thru 
a novelty pin and permitted to flow over 
one shoulder. Double width chiffon scarfs 
are stencifed in modernistic themes, 
usually in one tone of several soft colors. 
and are also embellished with Spanish 
calleons and English hunting scenes. Viv- 
idly colored batik scarfs show added 
sections which are hemstitched to the 
scarf and form a long jabot when it is 
tied.

THE ROAD CALLS issued recently 
against the Yale, Pal.ice, Orpheum and 
Broadway theaters, in Okmulgee, Okla., 
have been lifted following the return of 
local stagehands and operators to these 
houses.

But the signs seem to indicate that 
the three departments at Washington 
are going to have an awful time arriving 
at a decision. 

They will need some help in the way 
of technical counsel from those in the 
trade, 

Even if the advice is not accepted, 
if some persuasive tactics are employed 
by theatrical folk it will 
serve settlement of a 
point which otherwise may become a 
victim of red tape. 


Child Actors 


Reports from various quarters have it 
that civic authorities and public welfare 
bodies will attempt action against the 
increasing employment of very young 
children on the stage. 

The move has heen precipitated’ by 
the crowing number of “kiddie revues”, 
mostly composed of amateur talent, and 
sponsored by movie theaters as a means 
of boosting their dwindling box-office 
receipts. 

Even the United States Department 
of Labor has noticed the situation, and 
in one of the latest reports issued by 
the Children’s Bureau of the Department 
of Labor the following rebuke appears 

“A backward step was taken in Min- 
nesota, where the law providing that 
permits for employment in theatrical 
exhibitions might he issued to children 
under 10 vears of age, was amended to 
allow the industrial commission to use 
its discretion in permitting such employ- 
ment of children under 10.” 

There is no general antagonism to- 
ward the appearance of youngsters be- 
fore the footlights—on the contrary, it 
is readily agreed that manv child actors 
are so delightful that the stage would be 
the loser without them. 

But the wholesale exploitation of both 
talented and untalented juveniles, for 
mercenary motives alone, is considered 
socially undesirable. 

And it is professionally inadvisable.

Curbing Ticket Speculators 


United States Attorney Tuttle has 
done a great public service in laying 
bare the theater ticket agency evil. 

All sorts of remedies are now being 
offered, but there is just one thing that 
will stop it, and that is legislative ac- 
tion. The railroads found a way to stop 
the sale of tickets by scalpers, or ticket 
brokers, by having the necessary laws 
passed and putting the ticket brokers 
out of business, and these scalpers, in- 
stead of bleeding the public, really sold 
transportation at lower rates than the 
railroads did. 

The theaters are as much of a public

service as the transportation companies, 
and could easily adopt consolidated 
ticket offices just as the railroads have 
done. These offices would not cost thein 
as much as they have to pay now to 
ticket agencies, and in addition they 
would regain the good-will and interest 
of a public that now is bestowing in- 
creasing patronage on the movies. 

What should be done when the Legis- 
lature meets again next year is to put 
through a law similar to that prohibiting 
the resale of railroad tickets. It would 
benefit the public and the theater mane 
agers.

It is 
much more practical to require a suf- 
ficient deposit than it is to detail one 
or more persons to count the cars trans- 
porting the circus, and as a refund is 
made !t certainly can work no hardship 
upon the proprietors of the circus.”

He 
was to have been one of the judges 
at the 1926 rodeo, but was unable to 
attend. Mayor Thompson, of Chicago, 
issued invitations to President Coolidge 
and the 48 governors and 1,200 congress- 
men and mayors to attend “Big Bill Day” 
at the rodeo Monday.

Louisiana Fair Helped 
By Better Cotton Prices 


SHREVEPORT, Aug. 20.—Any hesitancy 
that may have been indicated on ac- 
count of the Mississippi river flood 
seems to have disappeared as a sequel 
to the sudden rise in the price of cotton, 
the South’s main staple crop, which 
followed immediately the recent govern- 
ment estimate showing heavy curtail- 
ment in production this season. Over- 
night, so to speak, between $100,000,000 
and $200,000,000 were added to the value 
of this year’s cotton crop, figured on 
the basis of an advance of $10 per bale 
which was quoted the same day that the 
government’s figures were announced. 

The Louisiana State Fair is among 
the enterprises that feel the stimulating 
effect of better cotton prices. 

Among those identified with State Fair 
operations who have begun to take 
notice of the improved market condi- 
tions in this section are concession folks. 
Since the price of the 1927 cotton took 
a jump upward, a number of conces- 
Slonaires have applied for State Fair 
space, and reports reaching the State 
Fair management indicate that within 
the next few weeks there will be a 
lively demand for the remaining reserva- 
tions. 

“We feel mighty good over the situa- 
tion that has come about as a result 
of the price of cotton going up s0 high,” 
said Secretary-Manager W. R. Hirsch. 
“Already we are noting the effect of the 
improved cotton market through the ap- 
plications we are receiving for space. 

“The improved market situation may 
be taken as an assurance that our State 
Fair will see a record-breaking attend- 
ance, and fhe folks will come with jlenty 
of spending money. Nobody who knows 
about the cotton crop can look at it 
in any other light than one of op- 
timism.” 

Visitors to the State Fair this year 
will see several improvements since last 
year, the most notable one being a dress- 
ing place for the entertainers who appear 
before the crowds in the grand stand. 
Contract for this structure, to cost 
around $10,0(0, has recently been 
awarded. It will be a concrete building

dressing rooms, eight in all. There 
also will be a property room 16 by 30 
feet, a large band room, chorus room, 
and the entrance hall will be made into 
a lounging and club room, with card 
tables, smoking stands, etc. 

Heretofore it has been necessary for 
State Fair performers to use temporary 
quarters. The building will be ready 
for use at this year’s State Fair, opening 
October 27, and among those first to 
occupy it will be the members of the 
Frivolities of 1927. 

The catalog for the 1927 State Fair 
has recently come off the press and lists 
close to $50,000 in premiums.

Schley Howard, of defense counsel, re- 
asserting his belief in Lance’s innocence 
and announcing he would appeal to the 
Supreme Ccurt within the legally allotted 
20 days. 

Second, certainty that Charles H. 
Fitchett, former Atlanta policeman also 
under indictment for the murder of 
Donaldson, would be placed on trial for 
his life during the early part of the Sep- 
tember term of court. 

Third, statement by Jack Lance, from 
his cell in the tower, expressing amaze- 
ment at the adverse decision of the 
court, again protesting his innocence and 
alleging his conviction was result of a 
“bought frameup”. 

“We are very sorry the trial judge saw 
fit to deny our motion for a new trial.” 
said Attorney Howard, “but we are so 
confident in the belief that Lance is nov 
guilty we shall pursue every legal remedy 
to procure ultimate justice.”

effidevits and the attorneys are out of 
expense money, and if there are any of 
ny good friends who want to help me, 
now is the time to do so.

C. Harvey, 
Nate Miller, Char'ey Miles, Ollie and 
Agnes Trout and others of the Nat Reiss 
personnel Mrs. Pickering had become so 
fascinated by the carnival life that she 
insisted that her husband promote him 
a job as press agent for a carnival show. 
Austin T. Rogers, present incumbent of 
the job with the Nat Reiss Shows, says 
it’s_all okey by him so long as Pickering 
picks another show to grab space for. 


GERALD FITZGERALD writes: “Altho 
it has rained a portion of every day 
since the opening at Jonquiere, Q., the 
Miller Bros.’ Exposition Shows found 
business satisfactory. The Georgia Min- 
strels, managed by that capable show- 
man Howard Benson; the Follies Revue 
and the Water Show, managed by Hu- 
bert Norton, have done consistently big 
business.
